The 
captain not only. saved the distressed Chi- 
hese, but pué his ship back, and lauded 
them’all in Swatow, for a somewhat small 
consideration “if the chance of lusing his 
charter at lloilo be taken.into consideration, 
a great contrast to the manner in which 
shipwrecked Europeans are generally treat- 
ed by. Chinese. ‘T'ho details-of the rescue - 
are pretty fully described, and it is evident ~ 
that the junk must have been a lange one, 
with » valuable cargo. The sum agreed to 
be paid by ‘the rescued. men was $2.000, 
aiid the captain holds an agreement to that 
effect, but on arrival in Swatow it was.dis- 
covered that the signers of the agreomeut 
wero quité unable to observe the terms of 
the contract, and the captain accordingly 
remains the aufforer by his‘generoaity, 

’ “On July 2nd, whilst proceeding on my 
voyage from Amoy’ to floilo, in lat. N, 
21.20 and long, KH. 118.20 at Il am. I 
sighted a’ dismasied Chiueso junk, with a- 
flag: of distress. fying upon the stump of 
the foromast. 1 passed close to her and suw __ 
that she waa full of men, who made signs 
for me to rescue them. also perceived 
that her rudder was gone and stern, partial- 
Jy broken in. I at once hove my ship to 
close to her and got out my buat, there 
being a heavy sea runuing at the time; 1 
went in the boat myself; taking my Chinese. 
cook to interpret. : I ascertained from .the 
people un buard of the junk that they had 


most entirely covered by forests, and ranged 
by-herds of wild cattle: ‘he western 
shores are yery high aud abrupt, the eastern, 
more gentlo, and upening into, wide plains 
where the most populous villages are foiind.

Lalso wish. to bring to your notice that 
the weather at the timo was very bad, a- 
very heavy sea running, One of the boats 
capsized as she caine alongside the ship 
through the Chinese anxioty snd haste to 
get on board, aud myself and second: ‘mate 
and two seamen succeeded iu keeping eight 
Chineso on the boat’s bottom wntil the other 
boat came to our. assistance and rescued 
us, One of my boats is stove in, aud the 
other also damaged, - My time being valua- 
ble, as J am bound by a charter party to be 
in Hoilo, prior to the Ist of August, failing 
thy not being theréat that date, the char- 
terer has the option to cancel my charter 
party—which isa very good .one,—I ‘pro- 
ceeded on my yoyage, with the intaution of 
landing them at Manila, On the following 
morning the head men of the junk came.to 
me, and prayed that I would-take them to 
Swatow. Feeling’ that it was not a right 
thing to take and land them thera as strang- 
ers in.a strange country, and they offering , 
me, $2,000 on -my arrival at Swatow, . on 
July the 8rd I steered for Swatow, and 
arrived -here yesterday, On finding. that 
tho junk did not belong here, and that they 
were not kuown in this port, and could not 
pay me, with your pomnission I searched 
their luggage, but fiuding ‘only a. small 
amount of money amongst them, and. not 
wanting to turn them ashore destitute, I 
gave theny their clothes and money, and let 
them go on shore. ‘Taking into considera- 
tion the damage.to my boats, and the stores 
which 160 men have constimed in four days 
that they have been on board, pilotage into 
and out of this port, and loss of time,— 
which, 1. believe, will be about’ 18 or 20 
days before I succeed in beating against the 
monsoon to the position in which I rescued 
them,—I hope you will represent the matter 
in the proper yuarter.”—Preas,
